There’s an organization in 
town, made up of unpaid volun- 
teers, which contributes direct- 
ly to the safety of each citizen. 
It’s the Menlo Park police 
reserve, composed of men who 
through the years have devoted 
long hours of study to police 
work and who can take over 
many of the duties of regular 
police, during times of man- 
power shortages or special 
problems. 

At present, the reserve 
unit has 20 men, who meet 
twice a month for business 
meetings and training ses- 
sions. One member of the 
organization has been in it as 
long as the reserve has ex- 
isted—a total of 16 years. 
Reserves, all of whom are 
residents of Menlo Park, are 
as closely screened as any can- 
didates for regular police jobs, 
according to Police Chief 
George Potter. That means 
they’ve got to pass rigid pre- 
liminary tests and they have 
to have spotless police records. 
The city supplies them with 
uniforms, once they’re found 
qualified to act as reserves, and 
then their training sessions be- 
gin. 

“A reserve has to be able to 
hold down a shift in the same 
manner as any other officer,” 
Chief Potter explains. “To do 
this, he’s got to be well trained 
and serious in his desire to 
learn police work.” 

The reserves on many occa- 
sions have done so, too, the 
chief avers. Not only have 
they been called in when there 
has been a shortage of man- 
power in the department; 
they’ve also worked with the 
regular police in stake-outs, in- 
vestigations and on other occa- 
sions when more-than-normal 
numbers of men are needed.

Said Normal 


The six high schools of the 
Sequoia District opened on 
schedule Tuesday and by 11 
a.m. there were 11,071 students 
registered. But more are ex- 
pected because there are a

leased by District Superinten- 
dent Rex Turner, as he evalu- 
ated the opening. He added 
that the district’s schools all 
were nearly “at capacity” and 
said there was “no surprises” 
in the attendance pattern. 

Students will continue to 
arrive at the various schools 
during the next several days 
and a firmer picture of the 
enrollment will be available 
by Monday of next week, Dr 
Turner said. 

The superintendent also 
pointed out that enrollment 
this year is expected to be 
about 800 greater than it was 
last year and district estimates 
place the total at 11,580. 

He added that it’s harder to 
calculate per cent of capacity 
at which a given school is oper- 
ating, than in the case of an 
elementary school. What usu- 
ally happens, he said, is that 
some rooms are vacant for 
more or fewer periods a day, 
whereas in the case of elemen- 
tary schools, a room might 
actually be empty all the time. 

The nearness to capacity dic- 
tates that the school board will 
have to seek passage of a bond 
isSuein the near future, pos- 
sible in the spring, Dr. Turner 
said. The district owns a site 
facing Sand Hill road and it is 
anticipated that this will be the 
site of the new school. 

Here’s how the enrollment 
stacked up, as of the first day 
of school: 

At Carlmont, the district 
had estimated a total enroll- 
ment of 1994 students. 1942 
showed up; there were 100 “no 
shows.” 

At Menlo-Atherton, esti- 
mates call for a total enroll- 
ment of 2059. A total of 1935 
registered Tuesday; 194 who 
were expected to register 
didn’t appear. 

At Ravenswood High School 
a total of 1237 had been esti- 
mated as the total enrollment; 
1036 registered; there were 267 
“no shows” for the highest fig- 
ure in the district. 

At San Carlos, 2025 are ex- 

pected; 1971 appeared Tuesday 
morning; there were 98 “no 
shows.”

They assured 
councilmen that health depart- 
ment meat inspectors and the 
office of weights and measures 
were on call 24 hours a day. 

But George McQueen, rep- 


resenting Draeger’s Market 
and other smaller Menlo 
Park and meat markets, 


brought to center stage a re- 
nowned health authority— 
Dr. J. C. Geiger—who strong- 
ly favored keeping the ban 
unchanged. 

Dr. Geiger is professor emeri- 
tus at University of California 
and was health officer for San 
Francisco for 30 years until 
1952. He has also served the 
federal government in a num- 
ber of health capacities over 
the years. 

Dr. Geiger said he was re- 
sponsible for the similar ban on 
meat sales which still exists in 
San Francisco. He authored it 
in 1932. 

He said “unreservedly” that 
non-inspection of meat on Sun- 
days, holidays and evenings is 
a “public health problem.” 

Melzer had presented a let- 
ter from Eugene Howell, 
county sanitarian, saying that 
meat inspectors actually are 
on call at all times, Howell 
also said that the hours of 
meat sales had “no health 
significance.” 

In answer to Dr. Geiger, Mel- 
zer pointed out that meat sales 
are now held on Saturdays 
without restriction. 

Lee Brothers Markets, repre- 
sented by district supervisor 
Bob Cassanova, joined with 
Land in the request for re- 
moval of meat sales limits. 
But joining with Draegers 
were a host of Menlo Park 
meat market operators who 
protested that Sunday opera- 
tion was too costly, was not in| 
step with the character of 
Menlo Park, and could do them 
esrious economic damage.

Consider, then, the job of 
financing school construc- 
tion. Li’s a beaut, to state it 
mildly. 

he Ravenswood City School 
District board of trustees is 
currently engaged in an effort 
to build a new 12-room elemen- 
tary school, library rooms at 
three and possibly four elemen- 
tary schools, a fully-equipped 
multi-use building for Garden 
Oaks seventheighth grade 
school, and addition of lockers, 
showers and kitchen facilities 
at Menlo Oaks School multi- 
use building. 

To do this, the board needs 
a green light from district vot- 
ers. Their opportunity to ap- 
prove or stop the construction 
program comes on Oct. 8 when 
an $850,000 bond election will 
be held. 

Why must a bond election 
take place? And why is it be- 
ing planned for October? 

Craig Snasdell, assistant su- 
perintendent for business serv- 
ices, has the answers. 

The district, he said, must 
have used all of its spending 
(bonding) power if it is to get 
a state loan for the school facil- 
ities construction program. 

Authorization tu buy $850,000 
in bonds, coupled with $206,000 
in authorization remaining 
from the 1959 election, will be 
enough to bond the district to 
capacity. 

It is a state requirement 
that a district’ must be legal- 
ly “impoverished” (that is, 
bonded to within five per 
cent of its total assessed val- 
ue) before it can ask to get 
into the state aid program. 

As time passes, the district’s 
ability to qualify decreases be 
cause assessed value always in- 
creases — and previously-sold 
bonds are retired. 

The school trustees felt that 
now is the most opportune time 
for the district to requalify for 
the state program — and se- 
lected the October date. 

And why does the district 
want to get into a state aid 
program? Doesn’t this am- 
ount to a “handout?” 

No, said Snasdell. Over 30 to 
40 years the district will likely 
pay back the vast majority of 
the state loan (which is expect- 
ed to be in the area of $1,000,- 
000). 

There are two big reasons 
for getting aboard this particu- 
lar state bandwagon, he said. 

“It allows us to build more 
buildings now, when they are 
needed, without the ability to 
pay for them immediately,” 
he said. 

And, Snasdell said, provi- 
sions of the state loan allow for 
extension of repayment time 
and limit the loan repayment 
tax to 45 cents. This spreads 
the bond redemption period 
over a longer period of time. 

What would it be like if the 
district trustees tossed aside all 
thoughts of qualifying for a 
state loan by bonding to capa- 
city? 

“If we tried to pay for this 
ourselves, the bond repay- 
ment costs would rise well 
above 45 cents. It might be as 
much as 15 cents more,” 
Snasdell said. 

Local voters will get their 
chance on Oct. 8 to express 
their feelings about the value 
of the program. A two-thirds 
vote will be needed to imple- 
ment bond authorization.

Our Firemen Have 
Right to Be Proud 


We all know that taxes and the general cost of living 
are going up. 

Thus it comes as a distinct pleasure to make note of the 
Menlo Park Fire District’s announcement of last week that 
the district has been reclassified and as a result, fire insur- 
ance rates are to be reduced. Also, it is a pleasure to note 
that the district’s tax rate has declined through the years. 

The community can be proud of its fire department; 
it’s a showpiece any way you look at it. Its equipment is in 
good shape, its men well trained, its stations in good order 
and well located. Since the fire district has been given 
recognition for these qualities by the Pacific Fire Rating 
Bureau, its constituents will reap a tangible reward in the 
form of smaller fire insurance bills through the years to 
come. 


Supporting a fire department is one of those things 
which has to be done. None of us knows whose house or 
whose business is going to need the services of an emer- 
gency squad of some sort at any given time. 

There are those, of course, who can recall the days 
when volunteer firemen seemed to be good enough and the 
equipment which by today’s standards hopelessly inade- 
quate seemed to be just fine. And they are apt to recall 
that in those times, the back room of the firehouse was the 
scene of some dandy games of checkers and pinochle. 

This concept of firemanship never was accurate or 
based on fact. It belongs to the far-off time in the history 
of rural America which seems also to have spawned the 
concept of “the little red school-house.” 

Certainly, the firemen of another day — even in the 
Menlo Park Fire District — were volunteers. They were 
volunteers for the simple reason that there wasn’t enough 
structural property to protect, to justify having paid men. 
And they improved their association among themselves 
with some “fun and games,” because it helped build team 
spirit. 

They built a tradition of service and expertness and 
they earned the community’s respect, however, so when the 
community had grown sufficiently populated to require 
the services of a paid department, that department was 
expected to continue to merit community support. 

Through the years, the fire department has done so. 
- The present recognition by the fire rating bureau is 
proof of it.

You, too, Can Help 
Guide City’s Future 


In recent weeks, we've had occasion to report several 
things which spell change for Menlo Park. 


The city’s first condominium (cooperatively owned ) 
housing is being completed. A “row house” development 
is under construction just north of the city limits. There 
have been several resubdivisions in the city’s industrial 
areas, giving a physical guide to the shape of things to 
come. There have been issued variances, building permits, 
opinions and a host of literature all aimed at a single sub- 
ject: Changing the Menlo Park we know now. 


The planners for the city —that is, the members of 
the planning commission and their paid planning staff — 
recognize that all these things mean change. Maybe not a 
change in the essential character of Menlo Park, which is 
suburban residential, but a change nonetheless. 


Being aware of the fact that there will continue to be 
pressures for change, they want to lay down some guide 
lines for the future — keeping what’s valuable and what 
contributes to maintaining the community and its values. 


But they know they can't do the job alone. “City 
Hall” in Menlo Park isn’t an ivory tower by any means, but 
there’s a possibility — which the planners recognize — that 
the planners aren’t viewing things in the same way as some 
of their constitutents. If they aren’t, they want to hear about 
it. They may have fallen behind in their hopes about what 
can be done, or they may have outstripped most of the 
residents in their guesses as to what present features of the 
community can be retained. 


In any case, they've asked for volunteers to help man 
a “citizens’ committee for a Menlo Park general plan.” 


‘They want a good representation from all the city’s areas, 
‘from business and industry, and from various economic 


groups. 

“Committeeing” might not be your dish of tea but if 
youre a resident and think you've got something to con- 
tribute to the cause, let the people at city hall know. Call 
DA 5-3211 and ask for the planning department. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the planning department need not be that vague 
a thing. You can be a part of it.

There’s a Change 
In the Atmosphere 


There hasn’t been that “crisp tingle in the air” yet, but 
have you noticed the slight change in the atmosphere? 


There is one. It’s the one that heralds football season. 

Sure, the baseball wars are not yet over and the World 
Series looms and all that. But at dinner tables, parties, 
street-corner meetings of businessmen, and the like the 
conversation has changed. Ever so slightly, mind you, but 
changed. 

In a couple of weeks, we'll all be more concerned than 
we are now, about the condition of the halfback’s hangnail 
and the left guard’s cough. 


As we said at the start, there’s a definite feeling of 
change in the air. 
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Unification Purposes Defined 


There’s considerable discus- 
sion of “school unification” go- 
ing on and it has grown in 
amount during the past couple 
of months. 

Reason is that very soon now 
the County Committee on 
School District Organization is 
supposed to come up with some 
recommendations to the State 
Department of Education, as to 
how the committee thinks the 
county’s schools should be re- 
organized. 

The public, as such, hasn't 
been involved very much to 
date. But sooner or later unifi- 
cation — if it comes to pass — 
will affect every parent and 
every taxpayer in the state. 

Those who haven't previous- 
ly rubbed shoulders with 
school board members and oth- 
ers interested in the problem 
might consider some of the 
background. 

First off, the state legisla- 
ture several years ago recog: 
nized the fact that there were 
lots of small, one - room 
schools in the state, particu- 
larly in rural areas, and that 
these children weren’t get- 
ting as good an education as 
those in more populated ar- 
eas. 

According to Elwood Willi- 
ams, member of the Menlo 
Park School District board of 
trustees, they started talking 
about unification about seven 


years ago. 

Naturally, the state was con- 
cerned with getting the most 
efficient possible type of school 
organization so studies were 
launched to determine what 
type of school district would 
be the most “efficient.” 

The results of these studies 
were that a school district with 
between 10,000 and 50,000 pu- 
pils would be the best in size 
— from the point of view of 
the students. 

With a little luck, such a 
district would have a good as- 
sessed valuation, an adequate 
plant, and a diversity of inter- 
ests which would be good. 

At a size like that, for in- 
stance, it would be possible 
to assemble economically- 
sized classes, even of stu- 
dents with very special prob- 
lems. 

The legislature then called 
for county committees to stu- 
dy the problem and decide how 
the school organization could 


‘be made more efficient. 


We here arrive at a matter 
of definitions. 

The south San Mateo County 
area has what are called “inde- 
pendent” elementary school 
districts and-a “union” high 
school district. 

That is, we have a high 
school district which serves 
eight elementary school dis- 
tricts. 


Now, when we talk of “unifi- 
cation,” what we mean is com- 
bining a high school (or more 
than one high school) with sev- 
eral elementary schools in its 
area, all under the same gov- 
erning board and administra- 
tion. 

Educationally, this is said to 
have advantages. Each child in 
each elementary school has the 
same amount of money spent 
on his or her education as any 
other, and the program can be 
made uniform in all schools. 
Also, the program can be “co- 
ordinated” so that all children 
entering high school will be 
equally well prepared for the 
“jump” from one class ot 
school to the other. 

Besides, the high school 
will have aligned its curricu- 
lum in such a fashion that 
it’ll dovetail better with that 
of the elementary schools. 

The state legislature about 
1960 called for the establish- 
ment of county committees to 
study this problem, and the 
committees manfully went to 
work. 

In some counties, of course, 
the solution was easy. 

A few scattered elementary 
schools — many of them obso- 
lete and small — might be will- 
ing to capitulate. After all, a 
three-man school board meet- 
ing once a month to oversee the 


‘activities of a combination su- 


perintendent - principal - teach- 
er in a one-room school hous- 
ing 20 children can't really call 
itself all-powerful. And though 
its members might have a cer- 
tain amount of pride, they have 
to recognize that not much is 
getting done, in spite of the 
amount of time spent. 

These, of course, were the 
objects of the whole thing. Now 
it is true that there are some 
counties in the state in which 
it is recognized 10,000 to 50,000 
pupils never will be assembled 
but the legislature likes to 
state ideals. 

There were other areas in 
which the problem never ex- 
isted. For instance, the Palo 
Alto area never had the “in- 
dependent” districts. It has 
always had a “unified” 
school district. And as things 
now stand it just about meets 
the state criteria, having 
more than 10,000 youngsters 
in school. 

Hence, there’s no need to 
talk of “unification” of a going 
agency. 

The same is not true in San 
Mateo County and most partic- 
ularly not true in the Sequoia 
High School District area. 

Within it, there are eight el- 
ementary school districts, each 
with an ‘independent school 
board and administration. 

The superintendents meet 
before school each year with 


the curriculum consultant of 
the Sequoia High School Dis- 
trict and go over the various 
programs so the high schools 
ean arrange their programs to 
“dovetail” with those of the 
elementary school districts. 
But the high school district 
itself has six schools, and 
these of course may vary as 
to what program can be of- 
fered — owing to limitations 
of plant and the programs of 
the surrounding elementary 
school districts —- so the pic- 
ture gets a little complicated. 
The elementary school diis- 
tricts have different tax bases. 


‘Some are “poor” and have high 


tax rates; others are “well off” 

Some are “built up” — that 
is, there is no more room with- 
in the limits of the district on 
which to construct more child- 
producing housing units. Oth- 
ers are faced with a future 
which can only hold explosive 
population growth with its at- 
tendant need for school bond 
issues, etc., etc. 

Then there’s local pride. 

“We want to be able to pro 
vide our children with the kind 
of education we think they 
should have, and feel education 
should reflect the character of 
the community,” is a statement 
often heard at school board 
meetings, along with reverent 
references to “local control.” 


County Spokesman: 


Joint Road Programs A

Following provisions of Re- 
solution 18850 passed by the 
Board of Supervisors July 25, 
steps are now going forward to 
put the joint city-county high- 
way program into effect under 
the new one-cent gas tax allo- 
cated to counties and cities. 

It is estimated that the coop- 
erative plan wilkraise $27 mil- 
lions (including matching 
funds) in the next eight years. 
Under the schedule it would be 
at least 1973 before the first 
phase of the Nolte report could 
be completed. 

A niné-man subcommittee 
will work out the entire formu- 
la for project selections. Deci- 
sions would then go to the 
Board of Supervisors and all 
participating city councils for 
their approval or rejection. 

The committee is made up 
of Councilman Wallace Ben- 
son of Belmont, Councilman 
Kenneth Van Gundy of San 


Mateo, City Manager John R. 
Johnson of Menlo Park, City 
Engineer William Chapman 
of Daly City, Planning Direc- 
tor Evert Kincaid of San Ma- 
teo, Supervisor T. Louis 
T. Chess and County Manag- 
er E. R. Stallings. 


The Council of Mayor nam- 
ed Richard Schroeder of Bris- 
bane and the supervisors pick- 
ed William Morton of Burlin- 
game as citizen-at-large mem- 
bers. County Engineer Don S. 
Wilson will act as advisor. 

The cities with six represen- 
tatives to three for the county 
will have vote control in the 
committee. Supervisor Chair- 
man James V. Fitzgerald, who 
heads the 3l-member Greater 
Highway Committee points out 
the joint efforts are aimed at 
meeting the county’s most criti- 
cal traffic problems without 
considering municipal boun- 
daries. 

Matching funds must be pro- 
vided by both the county and 


the cities. Such money, howev- 
er, cannot come from other gas 
or motor vehicle tax sources. 
This leaves sales tax or even 
property taxes to meet provi- 
sions of the new legislation. It 
should be emphasized that this 
new money is from the one- 
cent additional gas tax bill 
passed by the legislature to as- 
sist county and city road prob- 
lems. 

CONSIDERATIONS 

The committee is expected to 
base its considerations of proj- 
ect priorities on phase one of 
the Nolte report. Outlined pro- 
grams in the unsuccessful bond 
election were picked as the 
most critical and listed as a 
“must” for construction by 
1970. 

Any city that remains out of 
the cooperative plan would not 
be eligible for joint funds. Half 
Moon Bay can be expected to 
receive $50,000 in the next four 
to five years from the new tax. 
Going it alone, it would take 10 
years to finance a small $100,-

000 project. If a member of 
the city-county plan, such a 
project could be financed in a 
single year if and when it is se- 
lected by the committee. 

It is true a city could contri- 
bute several years before work 
actually starts on its road needs 
but funds accumulated collect- 
ively will correct inter-city and 
cross-county laterals much fast- 
er than if done on an individu- 
al city basis. F 

Until the makeup of the par- 
ticipating cities is certain, no 
study on project selections can 
start. Indications at the pres- 
ent time art that most of the 
cities will join, while three 
have intimated that they will 
go it alone.

New Sales Tax Rules Are

In addition to the widely 
publicized changes in major 
state tax laws passed at our 
recent special session, which I 
have discussed in this column 
previously, a number of chang- 
es were made in the sales tax 
law. No change in the rate was 
made, but the taxability of 
many item is affected, starting 
Sept. 20. 

The average citizen will 
most likely be affected by ei- 
ther or both of the two most 
important amendments of 
This nature. The first puts 
the sales tax on all food sold 
at drive-in establishments. 
The other puts the tax on the 
second car sold by a private 
citizen within a year. 

The change in the law tax- 
ing food sold by drive-ins was 
brought about because of cri- 
ticism from drive-in operators, 
consumers and the Board of 
Equalization. Previous law tax- 
ed food bought and consumed 
on the premises, but not that 
taken away before consump- 
tion. Operators complained 
that is was almost impossible 
to keep accurate records on 
this basis, and Board officials 
had tough problems with rea- 
sonable audits. Customers were 
taxed at one place, but not at 
another on the same type of 
purchase.

One point was tightly nailed 
down in the new law. It applies 
only to true drive-ins, that is, 
to places which have parking 
space on the premises where 
food may be consumed in cars. 

It does not cover speciality 
houses, such as those selling 
pizza pie, Chinese or Italian 
food, or fried chicken, where 
all food is taken off the pre- 
mises, or delivered. 

To some, this may not 
seem an important change 
But when it is realized that 
the state expects to gain $7 
million per year in added 
revenue, it does not look so 
small. Based on the 4 percent 
tax rate, it means food sales 
of $175 million per year. A 
million or more meals per 
year is not mere hay. 

The tax on the second or 
subsequent sale cf a car by a 
private owner within a year is 
intended to close loopholes in 
the law which had been creat- 
ing some criticism 

Competitive-minded individ- 
uals were evading the tax by 
purchasing from private own- 
ers, then transferring title di- 
ricely to a third party without 
a traceable record of the inter- 
vening ownership. The previ- 
ous limit of three untaxable 
car sales per year by a recog: 
nized salesman was also diffi- 

cult to administer fairly. In- 
creased revenue from this 
change is estimated at $2.5 mil- 
lion annually. 

Also to be taxed hereafter 
are meals served regularly 
by employers te several em- 
ployees. If a fixed amount 
is charged, the tax will be 
based on that amount. If 
none is charged, the value of 
other things used, such as 
paper plates, napkins, or 
cups will be the basis for the 


tax. 

Diabetes sufferers will be re- 
lieved of sales taxes amounting 
to $135,000 per year or more on 
the insulin which they must 
buy. The change is in line with 
previous legislation exempting 
prescription drugs from the 
tax. 

More shipping business is ex- 
pected to return to California

because of the new exemption 
from the sales tax of fuel oil 
sold to tramp steamers. Our 
committees were told that ma- 
ny ships went to competing 
ports because of this tax. 

Rules governing operations 
of all these new sales tax laws 
will be adopted by the Board 
of Equalization before they go 
into effect.

September 12, 1938: 


Sequoia Union High School 
will open on Monday, Septem- 
ber 12.

Menlo Park Professor Explains 
Travels of Earth's Magnetics 


He offers in evidence core 
samples of successive Oregon 
laval flows, laid one on top of 
Yet their 
shows different directions.

The primeval wandering of 
the earth’s magnetic poles are 
being mapped by a Stanford 
University geophysicist through 
study of the Miocene lava flows 
of southern Oregon. 

Research by Prof. Norman 
D. Watkins of Menlo Park, re- 
veals that location of the poles 
from Oregon varied over 60 de- 
grees of the compass during 
the Miocene period, 10-20 mil- 
lion years ago. In fact the two 
poles “flipped,” he said, the 
North Pole becoming the South 
and vice versa. 

Prof. Watkins reported his 
findings at a recent meeting 
of the International Union of 
Geodesy and Geophysics being 
held at the University of Cali- 
fornia. His work has been sup- 
ported by the Air Force and 
the National Science Founda- 
tion, plus cooperation in the 
research from the U.S. Geo- 
logical Survey, also of Menlo 
Park. 

When the hot lavas flowed 
from the earth in prehistoric 
southern Oregon, Prof. Wat- 
kins explained» they came 
under the influence of the 
earth’s magnetic poles. And 
as each of these molten mag- 
mas cooled into basalt, the 
direction of the earth’s po- 
larity at that time was 
“frozen” into it. 

Using extremely sensitive in- 
struments, the local geophysi- 
cist was able to determine 
these directions from rock 
cores drilled out the basalt. 
He investigated 200 such laval 
flows spewed up during the 
Miocene period. 

Other scientists have at- 
tempted to explain the varying 
direction of magnetic polarity 
in rocks on the basis of “con- 
tinental drift.” 

This theory postulates that 
whole continents have shifted 
position due to forces originat- 
ing in the earth’s fluid, molten 
interior. India, for instance, 
is thought to have “floated” as 
far as 4,000 miles. 

Prof. Watkins and others, 
skeptical of this idea, believe 
that the wandering poles offer 
a more plausible explanation.

Limits on Certain Streets in the City 
of Menlo Park, Establishing Provi- 
sions for Limited Truck Traffic 
Routes and for Issuance of Permits 
for Truck Operation in Excess of 
the Limits Otherwise Prescribed in 
This Ordinance, Making Any Viola- 
tion Hereot a Misdemeanor and Fix- 
ing Penaities for Such Violation. 
The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as follows: 


Sec. 1. Designating Truck Traffic 
Routes. Whenever any ordinance or 
provision thereof, of the City of Menlo 
Park, designates or describes any street, 
or streets, or portions thereof, as a 
street, or streets, the use of which is 
permitted by any commercial vehicle, or 
by any vehicle exceeding the maximum 
gross weight of 3 tons, the City Man- 
ager is hereby authorized to designate 
such street, or streets, or portions tnere- 
ot, by approaching signs as “truck 
traffic routes” for the movement of 
commercial vehicles and vehicles ex- 
ceeding the maximum gross weight 
limit of 3 tons. No such ordinance 
shall be effective with respect to any 
highway which is not under the exclu- 
sive jurisdiction of the City, or, in the 
case of any state highway, until such 
proposed ordinance has been submitted 
by the Council to, and approved in 
writing by, the Department of Public 
Works. No such ordinance shall pro- 
hibit any commercial vehicles coming 
from an unrestricted street having in- 
gress or egress by direct route to and 
from a restricted street when necessary 
for the purpose of making pickups or 
deliveries of goods, wares and mer- 
chandise from or to any building or 
structure located on such restricted 
street, or for the purpose of deliverin 
materials to be used in the actual an 
bona fide repair, alteration, remodeling 
or construction of any building or struc- 
ture upon such restricted street for 
which a building permit has previously 
been obtained therefor. No such ordi- 
nance shall apply to any vehicle owned 
by a public utility while necessarily 
in use for the construction, installation 
or repair of any public utility. 


Sec. 2. Operation of Vehicles on Re- 
stricted Streets. All streets not desig- 
nated in this ordinance or any other 
ordinance of the City of Menlo Park 
as “truck traffic routes’, are herein 


called “restricted streets’’. 


ing a maximum gross weight limit of 
3 tons, shall drive on such route or 
routes and none other, except when 
necessary to traverse another street or 
streets for the purpose of making pick- 
ups or deliveries of goods, wares and 
merchandise from or to any building or 
structure located on a resrticted street 
or streets, or for the purpose of deliver- 
ing materials to be used in the actual 
and bona fide repair, alateration, re- 
modeling or construction of any build- 
ing or structure upon such restricted 
street, for which a building permit has 
been previously obtained therefor, but 
then only by such deviation from the 
nearest truck route as it reasonably 
necessary. The provisions of this sec- 
tion shall not apply to any vehicle 
owned by a public utility while neces- 
sarily in use in the construction, in- 
stallation or repair of any public utility. 

Sec. 3. Destination Points—Outside 
Origin. 

(a) Outside Destination. All trucks 
entering the City for a destination 
point outside the City shall ope: 
only over a truck traffic route as e: 
lished by Sec. 6 of this ordinance. 

(b) One Inside Destination Point. 
All trucks entering the City for a des- 
tination point in the City shall enter 
the City only on an established truck 
route or a “Limited Truck Route” and 
shall proceed only over an established 
truck route or a “Limited Truck Route” 
and shall deviate only at the intersec- 
tion with the street nearest to the des- 
tination point. Upon leaving the des- 
tination point the deviating truck shall 
return to the nearest limited truck route 
or truck traffic route by the shortest 
route. 

(c) Multiple Inside Destination Points. 
All trucks entering the City for mul- 
tiple destination points within the City 
shall enter the City only on an estab- 
lished truck route or a “Limited Truck 
Route”, shall proceed only over estab- 
lished limited truck route or truck traf- 
fic routes and shall deviate only at the 
intersection with the street nearest to 
the first destination point. Upon leaving 
the first destination point a deviating 
truck shall proceed to all other destina- 
tion points by the shortest route. Upon 
leaving the last destination point the 
deviating truck shall retum to the 
nearest limited truck route or truck 
traffic route by the shortest route. 

Sec. 4. Destination Points — Inside 
Origin. 

(a) Outside Destination Point. All 
trucks on a trip originating in the City 
and traveling in the City for a destina- 
tion point outside the City shall pro- 
ceed by the shortest route to the near- 
est limited truck route or truck traffic 
route as herein established. 

(b) Inside Destination Points. All 
trucks on a trip originating in the City 
and traveling in the City for destination 
Points in the City shall proceed to such 
destination points by the shortest route. 

Sec. 5. Weighing at Public Scale 
May Be Required. Any police officer 
shall have the authority to require any 
person driving or in control of any 
truck on any iblic street or highway 
in the City Menlo Park to proceed 
to any public or private scale available 
for the purpose of weighing and deter- 
mining whether this Ordinance has been 
complied with. 

Sec. 6. Designation of Truck Traffic 
Routes. The following streets or high- 
ways are hereby declared to be truck 
traffic routes for the movement of ve- 
hicles exceeding a maximum gross 
weight, including load, or three (3) 
tons, hereinafter sometimes called 
“trucks” and the City Manager is here- 
by authored sed ce Ce desig- 
nate such streets or highways by appro- 
priate signs as “Truck Route”. 

Said streets or highways are particu- 
larly designated as follows: 


(a) Ravenswood Avenue, between 
Bie lefield Road and El Camino 

eal; 

(b) All of Marsh Road and Haven 
Avenue within the City Limits of 
Menlo Park; 

(c) Willow Road, East of Bay- 
shore Freeway; 

(d)_All of Sand Hill Road and Al- 
pine Road within the City Limits of 
Menlo Park. 

Sec. 7. Limited Truck Routes. Not- 
withstanding any other provisions of 
this ordinance or any other ordinance 
of the City of Menlo Park, vehicles ex- 
ceeding the maximum gross weight 
limits herein set forth entering the City 
for a destination point within the City 
or such a vehicle on a trip originating 
within the City may be permitted along 
those portions of the following streets 
within the City of Menlo Park: 


(a) Willow Road between Bayshore 
Freeway and Middlefield Road; 

(b) Middlefield Road between Wil- 
low Road and Ravenswood Avenue; 

(c) Santa Cruz Avenue, west of 
El Camino Real. 


Sec. 8. Permitted Trucking. Notwith- 
standing any other provisions of this or 
any other ordinance of the City of 
Menlo Park, trucks exceeding the maxi- 
mum gross weight limits herein set 
forth, the operation of which is not 
otherwise permitted hereunder, may be 
permitted on designated streets of the 
City of Menlo Park under the following 
conditions and provisions: 

(a) Permit. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration desiring to operate any truck 
exceeding the maximum gross weight 
limit herein set forth along any re- 
stricted street shall file an application 
in triplicate for a permit so to do with 
the City Manager, the original of which 
shall be verified. The application shall 
set forth the following information: 

(1) A full identification, and the 
residence and business address of the 
applicant, including members of 
any firm or partnership, and the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of any corporation 
applying; if the applicant is the agent 
or employee of any person for whose 
benefit the permit is requested, this 
fact, with the full identification of such 
person and his business and residence 
address; 

(2) The facts constituting the neces- 
sity for such operation within the City; 

(3) The dates and times on which 
such operation is intended to be com- 
menced and completed, and the times 
of day during which such operating is 
intended to be done; 

(4) The route within the City of 
Menlo Park which applicant proposes 
to use over public streets. 

(5) The time interval between ve- 
hicles, and the number of vehicles per 
hour, which travel over the route for 
which the permit is applied; 

(6) The locations of the place or 
places of destination and origin, pro- 
vided, however, that, if delivery is to 
be made in small quantities to numer- 
ous places, a general description, satis- 
factory to the City Manager, of the 
locations of the contemplated deliveries 
will be sufficient; 

(7) Such further information as the 
City Manager may require. 

(b) Application—Filing Fee. At the 
time of filing the application, applicant 
shall pay to the City, a minimum filing 
fee of $35.00 to cover the cost of the 
City’s investigation of such application. 

(c) Application—Copies. Immediate- 
ly upon the filing of an application for 
a permit, two copies of such application 
shall be delivered to the City Manager. 
The City Manager shall have made an 
i ation of the facts stated in the 
application, and within five days from 
the date of filing such application, shall 
either grant a permit with or without 
modification, as hereinafter set forth, 
or deny the same in whole or in part. 

(d) Findings Prior to Granting Per- 
mit. The application shall be granted 
by the City Manager, only if he finds 
as follows: 

(1) That the public health, safety 
or welfare require the granting of the 
permit, and the use of the route applied 
for, or such modification thereof as he 
may deem advisable; 

(2) That the hauling over the route 
specified will not be injurious to the 
public health, safety or welfare. 

(3) That the City will be duly pro- 
tected from liability for injury to per- 
sons and property; 

(4) That the City will be indemnified 
from injury to its public streets and 
other places by reason of the use there- 
of for such hauling. 

(e) Deposit. The City Manager may 
require, as a condition to the granting 
of such permit, that the applicant, prior 
to the issuance of the permit, deposit 
with the City Manager, as security for 
the payment of the fees specified in 
subsection (f) a sum of money to be 
fixed by the City Manager, which shall 
be based upon the charges sct forth in 
subsection (f); provided, however, as 
follows: 

(1) That said security shall be ap- 
plied to the progress payments, or if 
none be required, then to the sole pay- 
ment, on the permit fee required under 
subsection (f) as and when such pay- 
ments become due; 

(2) That, within thirty-five days after 
the hauling shall have been completed, 
permittee shall pay to the City the dif- 
ference between the amount deposited 
pursuant to this subsection and the fee 
due the City under subsection (f), if 
the fee due under subsection (f) be 
greater than the sum deposited under 
this subsection; 

(3) That, within thirty-five days 
after the hauling shall have been com- 
pleted, the City Treasurer shall retun 
to permittee the difference between the 
fee due under subsection (f) and the 
amount deposited under this subsec- 
tion, if the fee due under subsection (f) 
be less than the sum deposited under 
this subsection; 

(4) That the amount deposited under 
this subsection shall be returned to ap- 
plicant if, prior to the commencement 
of any hauling operation, pursuant to 
such application, applicant shall have 
notifi the City Manager of his in- 
tention not to e in any such haul- 
lemanded the return

or certified mail, postage prepaid, and 
addressed to him at the City Hall, 
Menlo Park, California. 

The amount demanded by applicant 
shall be returned to him within ten 
days after such notice shall have been 
received by the City Manager. 

(f) Permit Fee. In the event a per- 
mit be granted, the permittee shall pay 
to the City at the office of the City 
Treasurer a fee for the pnvilege of such 
Permit at the rate of one cent per ton 
of material hauled; such material 
hauled shall be weighed or measured 
by the City from time to time at the 
time and place and in the manner 
specified by the City Manager and the 
amount due hereunder shall be paid by 
the permittee to tne City at tne end 
of each week of haul, if the hauling 
shall consume more than one week; 
otherwise, at the end of the hauling 
period. The moneys collected trom 
such fees shall be depdsited in the 
“Truck Route Fund”, and shall be used 
for general street repair and mainten- 
ance. Said fund is hereby created, and 
shall be kept by the City Treasurer. 


(g) Surety Bond. The City Manager 
may require, as a condition to the 
granting of any permit hereunder, that 
the applicant deposit with the City 
Manager, a surety bond, in an amount 
to be fixed, and form to be specified, 
by the City Manager, inuring to the 
benefit of the City, guaranteeing that 
applicant will faithfully perform all 
of the conditions and requirements 
specified in the permit, and will repair 
to the satisfaction of the City Engineer, 
or at the option of the City Manager, 
reimburse the City for any damage 
caused to City streets or other City 
property, by the proposed hauling or 
transportation of material or equip- 
ment. Such bond shall be executed by 
a surety or sureties approved by the 
City Manager as being sufficient in 
financial responsibility. 

(h) Insurance. The City Manager 
may also require, as a condition to the 
granting of any such permit, that the 
applicant deposit with the City Man- 
ager a certificate or policy of a respon- 
sible insurance company, showing that 
the City, its elective and appointive 
boards, officers, agents and employees 
are insured, in amounts hereinafter 
specified, against any loss or damage 
arising directly from the operations of 
the applicant or any firm, person, or 
corporation acting in his, their or its 
behalf in carrying on any operation con- 
nected directly or indirectly with the 
hauling for which such permit is issued. 
Such policies of insurance shall be as 
follows: 

(1) Public Liability Insurance. In an 
amount not less than $100,000.00 for 
injuries, including, but not limited to, 
accidental death to any one _ person, 
and, subject to the same limit for each 
person, in an amount of not less than 
ee on account of one acci- 
ent. 

(2) Property Damage Insurance. In 
an amount of not less than $20,000.00. 

With the approval of the City Man- 
ager, the applicant may deposit the 
aforesaid surety bonds and policies of 
insurance on an annual or continuing 
basis, to cover one or more permits for 
hauling in the same of different loca- 
tions. 


(i) Route. The City Manager shall 


establish the route or routes over re- , 


stricted streets which all vehicles sub- 
ject to the permit shall travel, and such 
vehicles shall travel only directly over 
such route, or routes, as may be di- 
rected by the City Manager to be least 
dangerous to public safety, and which 
shall cause the least interference with 
general traffic and the least damage to 
public streets. 

(j) Further Specifications for Permit. 
The City Manager shall also specify in 
granting the permit the following: 

(1) The gross weight limit of each 
truck or vehicle which shall be autho- 
rized to haul under the permit; 

(2) The time interval between ve- 
hicles, and the number of trucks per 
hour which shall be permitted to travel 
over the route specified; 

(3) The hours of the day and the 
days of the week during which such 
trucks shall be permitted to travel over 
said route; 

(4) The total volume or quantity of 
materials which may be hauled subject 
to the permit. 

5. The period during which the per- 
mit is effective. 

(k) Right to Appeal. In event the 
application be denied, or the permit 
be issued on modified terms, on any 
application for a permit as provided 
for in this section, within five (5) days 
of such action, the City Manager shall 
notify applicant in writing by registered 
United States mail of such modification 
or denial, stating the reasons therefor. 

(1) Notice of Appeal. In the event 
the City Manager modifies or denies in 
whole or in part any application for 
a permit as provided for in this sec- 
tion, applicant may file with the City 
Clerk_a written Notice of Appeal to 
the City Council from such decision. 
Such Notice of Appeal must be filed 
within five (5) days of the mailing of 
the notice provided for in subsection 
(k) of this section. In such event the 
Ci Clerk shall set the hearing on 
su appeal before the City Council 
for the second su ling regular meet- 
ing after the date of filing such notice. 

(m) Evidence on Appeal. At the time 
set for the hearing, the Council may 
summon witnesses and hear evidence 
relating to the application. The Coun- 
cil may continue the hearing from time 
to time. At the conclusion thereof, the 
Council shall make its findings thereon 
and may grant or deny the application, 
or make such modifications with refer- 
ence thereto as it may deem fit. The 
findings and order of the Council shall 
be final and conclusive on applicant, 
and no application for substantially the 
same may be made by appli- 
cant for one year after the date of 
such findings and order. 

(n) Revocation or Suspension of Per- 
mit. Any permit granted hereunder 
may be revoked by the Council as in 
its discretion may seem reasonable and 
just for any reason for which the issu- 
ance of such permit might lawfully be 
denied, or for any failure to comply 
with any of the terms of this ordinance 
or of such permit. Revocation of such 
permit shall be made only upon a hear- 
ing before the Council, after at least 


five (5) days’ notice to permittee. Such 
notice shall be in writing mailed by 
United States mail addressed to per- 
mittee at his business or residence ad- 
dress as stated in his application for 
a@ permit. 

(o) Revocation — Notice. All provi- 
sions of subsections (k), (1) and (m) for 
hearings, eel orders and _ conclu- 
siveness of such findings and orders 
shall apply to this section; provided, 
however, that the minimum time for 
any notice required by this section 
shall be five days. 

The City Manager or Council may 
suspend any permit granted hereunder 
pending the hearing herein provided, 
where, in his or its opinion, the public 
health, safety or welfare require it. 

(p) Expiration of Permits; Issuance 
of Supplemental Permits. In the event 
tnat auy hauling tor which a permit 
has been granted hereunder is not com- 
menced within the time specified in the 
permit for commencement, or in the 
event that such hauling is at any time 
abandoned, or the permittee fails to 
operate as scheduled, such permit shall 
automatically expire, without notice, 
and no further hauling shall be made; 
however, the conditions expressed in 
such permit shall remain binding upon 
the person to whom such it was 
issued, and all legal equitable 
remedies shall be available against 
him for any breach thereof. When the 
amount of material hauled equals the 
number of tons or cubic yards which 
such permit authorizes to be hauled, 
or if haulings vary from the term of 
the permit, no further hauling may be 
made until a new or a supplemental 
permit to haul has been issued. In 
either event herein set forth an appli- 
cation for a supplemental permit to 
continue the hauling may be filed, set- 
ting forth all the information required 
for the original application and not 
contained therein. No further filing fee 
shall be required, but if such supple- 
mental permit is issued, the applicant 
shall pay the fee prescribed in subsec- 
tion (f) of this section and the fee so 
paid shall be subject to the provisions 
of said subsection (f). The City Man- 
ager may dispense with any further 
investigation or hearing, if, in _ his 
opinion, the information furnished him 
by the original investigation is suffi- 
cient to enable him to determin whether 
the supplemental permit should be 
issued and upon what conditions, if 
any. 
(q) Denial of Supplemental Permit— 
Right to Appeal. In the event a sup- 
plemental permit be refused, permittee 
may appeal to the Council in the man- 
ner prouded in subsections (k), (1) and 
(m) hereof for an appeal from a denial 
of a permit, and all provisions of such 
subsections for giving of notices, hear. 
ings, findings, orders and conclusive- 
ness of such findings and orders, shall 
apply to this subsection. 

(r) Permit Does Not Excuse Compli- 
ance with Other Ordinance Provisions. 
Nothing in this section, or in any per- 
mit granted hereunder, shall be deemed 
to authorize the doing or omission of 
any act contrary to any term or pro- 
vision of any ordinance or license of 
this City or without any license or per- 
mit otherwise required by such term, 
provisions, ordinance or license. 

Sec. 9. Violation a Misdemeanor. 
Any violation of this ordinance shall 
constitute a misdemeanor and each day 
of any such violation of any provision 
of this ordinance shall constitute a sepa- 
rate misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 
of not to exceed $300.00, or imprison- 
ment in the County Jail of San Mateo 
County, California, not exceeding 30 
days, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 

Sec. 10. Publication. This ordinance 
shall be published once in the Menlo 
Park Recorder, a newspaper of general 
circulation, printed, published and cir- 
culated in the City of Menlo Park, 
and shall take effect immediately. 

Sec. 11. The City Council of the 
City of Menlo Park does hereby declare 
that through truck traffic upon the 
City streets has recently increased; that 
said truck traffic constitutes a serious 
danger to person and property within 
the City; and that the passage of this 
ordinance, to be effective immediately, 
is needed for the preservation of the 
public peace, health and safety.

In The Garden: 


Winter 


Vegetable Crop 


California Horn of Plenty 


It’s one of the pleasures of 
California gardening that you 
can harvest vegetables in both 
summer and winter months — 
not to mention fall and spring. 
When gardens in eastern and 
morthern states are bedded 
down under snow, ours are 
yielding up delicious treats for 
our tables. Provided you plant- 
ed them in time, that is. 

To reap a winter harvest in 
California, you must sow seeds 
and/or set out plants in Aug- 
ust and September. So visit 
your local n this week 
and see what’s available for 
pianting 


Some of the familiar vegeta- 
bles are not available for win- 
ter, of course. Summer crops, 
such as beans, corn and squash 
are obviously not going to 
grow in winter even in Cali- 
fornia — unless you live in the 
lower Imperial Valley. 

Peas, carrots, cauliflower, 
broccoli and brussel sprouts, 
however, will thrive in the 
cooler growing season ahead. 

You'll find some of these in 
nurseries already started in 
flats, and needing only to be 
transplanted into your vegeta- 
ble garden at home. Broccoli, 
cauliflower, brussel sprouts 
and cabbage can be found this 
way. 

Later on in the fall, some 
varieties of lettuce will also 
be available in flats. 

Vegetables that you seed 
now for winter harvest include 
peas, spinach, carrots, radishes, 
beets ,turnip and endive. These 


.will germinate quickly since 


the soil is warm and be ready 
for harvest before you know it. 
Radishes, for instance, come on 
80 quickly that successive sow- 
ings are recommended at three 
week intervals. 

There are two things you 
should take special care with 
in planting winter vegetable 
crops. Since they will be grow- 
ing during the season of heavy 
rains, drainage becomes even 
more important than it does 
during summer. 

And since all vegetables like

sun, whether they grown in 
winter or summer, you must 
plant them in a spot which gets 
the maximum sunshine during 
winter’s darker months. 

So far as sun is concerned, 
you alone can judge where the 
maximum exposure will be. To 
‘insure the best drainage, how- 
ever ,this tip from nurserymen 
will be of great help. The nur- 
serymen suggest you plant 
your vegetables in raised beds! 

The raised vegetable bed 
need be no more nor less than 
a frame of redwood boards, 
square or rectangular and 
about six to eight inches high. 
Use twoby-eight redwood 
boards to make your frames 
and set them in any open area 
which has its share of sun. 

Next fill with soil and—pres- 
to—you have a raised bed, per- 
fect for growing vegetables and 
easy as pie to harvest them 
from. 

Such an arrangement is es- 
pecially helpful in winter. but 
it can be used in summer with 
equal effectiveness. 

Add plenty of manure to 
these frame-beds and mix it 
well with the soil. Fertilizer, 
too, can be added before plant- 
ing, but it should have some 
time to reduce its potency be- 
fore the vegetables are plant- 
ed. 

We don’t want the fertilizer 
coming in direct contact with 
the seeds or with the new 
plants. Since you are pressed 
for time if you haven’t planted 
vegetables before this, wait un- 
til after they are growing to 
add fertilizer. 

The question, as usual, is: 
“How many feet of each vege- 
table do I need for my family.” 
The following may help, but 
chances are you will tend to 
overplant anyway. Most of us 
always have radishes and car- 
rots to give away when the 
time comes. 

A family of four will gener- 
ally find a 30-foot row of peas 
is sufficient. A 10-foot row of 
beets, turnips, endive and spi- 
nach should do.

iflower and cabbage; 10 each of 
broccoli and brussels sprouts 
are all you need.
